tT ade Topics. 


Improvement in Paper Perforating Ma- 


chines. 


The cut illustrates a lately patented improve- 
ment in that class of perforating machines in 
which the cutters rotate. 

In the accompanying drawings, Figure 1 isa 
plan, and Fig. 2 a side view, of the machine. 
Figs. 3 and 4 are sectional details. Fig. 5isa 
view of a portion of the conveyer-rolls. 

A is the frame of machine; B the lower cutter- 
shaft, and B' the upper cutter-shaft. To the 
lower shaft, B, are attached pulleys B?, for driv- 
ing by power; or, instead of the pulley, a suit- 
able crank-wheel may be applied for foot-power. 
The rotary motion communicated to the lower 
shaft is transmitted directly to the upper shaft 
by toothed wheels C C, which always remain in 
gear, and, being of exactly the same size, and 
the teeth cut and fitted carefully, necessarily 
rotate the shafts with a precise and equal 
motion. The several bearings of the upper shaft 
are placed in connection with springs and ad- 
justment screws 6 b b, in order that the shaft 
and attached cutters may be held down to the 
work of cutting with the necessary firmness, but 
not with rigidity. 

D are the upper cutters, and D' the lower 
cutters. The upper cutters are provided with a 
series of cylindrical punches, D?, placed equi- 
distant around the whole periphery of the block. 
The lower cutters are provided with a shell-face, 
divided and cut by round holes D* to correspond 
with the upper cutter. 

So far, it is seen the cutters will produce a 
continuous series of perforations; but the ma- 
chine would be very imperfect if its us¢Zuluess 
ended here, as the requirements of trade demand 
a variety of work—notably, stop work, as for 
blank, check, voucher, and other books. To 
this end the upper shaft, B', is provided with a 
universal joint, E, at a suitable point beyond the 
cutters and between the cutters and the driving- 
gear, which joint, as is well understood in 
mechanics, will permit the shaft to work out of 
a straight line and still preserve a uniform 
motion throughout its length. In connection 
with the upper shaft with universal joint, re- 
volving-wheels F, having detachable wipers F’, 
are used one on each end of the shaft, for the 
purpose of lifting said shaft and attachments at 
stated intervals, in order that the cutters may 
stop cutting, but not stop continuously revolv- 
ing. The lift to the upper shaft is communicated 
from the wiper-wheels by a pivoted lifting-bar, 
G, which bars are also arranged to engage with 
the projecting ends of the upper feeding-in 
roller H, lifting it simultaneously with the cut- 
ters, and thus stopping the forward feed of the 
paper. 


Immediately in front of the feeding-in roller 
is placed a bar or bars, I, the ends of which are 
suitably connected by intermediate mechanism 
to the lifting-bar G, and has communicated to it 
an equivalent lift upward. By this bar are 
operated a series of finger-bars, I’, which bars 
are bent upwardly at the end to form stops, 
which, when the cutters are operating, are de- 
pressed below the level of the running paper by 
springs, but which, when the cutters and feed- 
ing-in roll are lifted, are elevated by the bar I to 
form a stop, against which the edge of the paper 
is placed prior to the lowering of the feed-roll, 
&c., for the purpose of executing the perforated 
work to gauge. The lifting connection between 
the bar I and the finger-bars permits the latter 
to be moved to or from the cutters, for the pur- 
pose of varying the position of the perforations 
in the paper. 

In operation, each time the feeding-in roller is 
lifted the operator pushes the sheets of paper 
through and between the rolls against the up- 
wardly-bent ends of the finger-bars. So soon as 
the upper roll is lowered, the paper is caught and 
fed forward between the cutters, which per- 
forate until the upper cutters are again lifted. 
Should this be done, as in stop-work, the paper 
is carried through and out of the machine by 
the set of conveyer-rolls K K, which do not lift, 
and may be further carried by means of con- 
veyers k and the roller K', and deposited in hop- 
pers. It is not necessary for the operator to see 
his sheets or the stop, but simply to feed in until 
he feels the edge of his paper square against the 
stops. By means of the finger-bars the position 
of the perforations in stop-work is fixed; but the 
length of the perforated work is varied by the 
length of the wipers on the wheels F. 

Paper after perforation is slightly roughened 
on the under side along the line of perforation, 
causing the sheets, when laid one over the other 
in piles, tobe uneven. To obviate this difficulty 
collars K* are placed on the rolls K opposite the 
cutters, having convex faces, the crests of which 
are adjusted co flatten down the roughness caused 





| by perforation. This construction is shown in 


Fig. 5. L is an adjustable laterally-sliding board, 

placed on the feeding-table for the purpose of 
gauging the position of the lines of the perfora- 
tions. M are cutter-guards, supported on a rod 
or bar, M’, in such manner that they, with the 
cutters, may be adjusted as desired for different 
widths of perforation. The ends of these guards 
curve downwardly, and are slitted to engage 
with the punches D?, for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the paper after perforation adhering to the 
cutters, and also for the purpose of guiding the 
paper to the next set of rolls. 


In the setting up of this machine the cutters 
are made adjustable on the driving-shafts, and 
as many may be used as desired, and their posi- 
tion changed as often as required. The 
punches do not pass into the punch holes 
of the lower cutter, but simply into the 
mouth sufficiently to insure that the 
cutter-edges come together with a shear- 
ing action, cutting the paper clean and 
puncturing a perfectly round hole, with- 
out damaging the intervening bars between 
the perforations. It is said that the sheets in 
this case will not stick together after per- 
foration. 

The inventor is Edward W. Blackhall, 
Toronto, Canada, and he claims: 

1. In a paper-perforating machine, a uni- 
versa] joint introduced into one of the cutter- 
shafts and combined there-vith, for the pur- 
pose of enabling the cutters attached thereto 
to be lifted out of and returned into working 
connection, and to be driven by gear-wheels 
continuously in one direction without alter- 
ing their relative position. 

2. The feeding-in rolls H, rotary cutters 
D D*, and finger-bars I’, the latter, the 
upp<: 1], and the upper cutter being pro- 
vided with a common intermittent lifting 
mechanism, as specified, combined with the 
adjustable cutter-guards M and conveying- 
rolls K. 

3. The wiper-wheels F, with detachable 
wipers F’, and lifting-bar G, in combina- 
tion with the feeding-in roller H and driv- 
ing shaft B', provided with a universal 
joint. 

4. The conveyer-rolls K, provided with col- 
lars K', having a convex face, and arranged for 
the purpose of fiattening re the roughness 
of the perforations. 
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The Electric Light. 


By W. H. PREECE. 

1, The theory of the electric light cannot be 
brought absolutely within the domain of quanti- 
tative mathematics, for the reason that we do 
not yet know the exact relation that exists be- 
tween the production of heat and the emission 
of light with a given current; but we know suf- 
ficient to predicate that what is true for the 
production of heat is equally true for the pro- 
duction of light beyond certain limits. 

The work done in a battery, or any source of 
current-electricity, is expended outside the bat- 
tery in a closed circuit in the form of heat. 
When this heat acquires a certain temperature 
per unit mass, we have light. If the heat be con- 
fined toa mass of metal wire like platinum, we 
have light by incandescence; if it be expended 
in the transference of minute particles of incan- 
descent matter like carbon across an air-space, 
we have the electric arc. The exact relations 
between current, heat, temperature, mass, and 
light have yet to be determined by experiment. 

2. The arc is thus a form of energy developed 
in one point Sf a circuit, which is the exact 
equivalent of another form of energy expended 
in another point of the circuit. Thus, if we pro- 
duce light by a galvanic battery, it is the equiva- 
lent of chemical work done in the battery. If it 
be produced by a dynamo-machine, driven by a 
steam-engine, it is the equivalent of coal con- 
sumed in the furnace. The object to be attained 
in any economical utiJization of this energy is 
to convert the greatest possible portion of it into 
light. 

S. Now the relations which exist between the 
work done, the current flowing, the resistances 
present, and the heat developed are easily de- 
monstrated. The work done (W) in any circuit 
varies directly with the electro-motive force (E) 
in that circuit and with the quantity of elec- 
tricity (Q) that passes through it, or 

W=—EQ; 
but by Ohm’s law the electro-motive force is 
equal to the product of the resistance (R) of the 
current into the current (C) flowing, or 

E=—CR; 
and by Fa _ay’s law the quantity of electricity 
passing depends upon the strength of current (C) 
and the time it flows (t), or 

Q Ct. 
Therefore, substituting these two values in the 
above equation, we get 

W—C*Rt; 

in which we have what is known as Joule’s law, 





which gives us the work done (W), or its equiva- 
lent, the heat generated (H), in any circuit. By 
regarding the time as constant, we can put the

In the case of incandescence, if 
the heat be distributed over two wires instead of 
one, inasmuch as the mass to be heated in 
the one case is double that in the other, the 
actual temperature to which each of the 
wires will be heated will be only one quarter 
of that obtained with one wire, and the total 
light emitted will be half what it was before. 
In the case of the arc a similar result probably 
takes place; the incandescent matter, which 
is heated by the current and which gives out 
the light, is increased by the addition of 
each lamp, and therefore diminishes the ac- 
tual temperature of each arc, and conse- 
quently diminishes the light given out in 
direct proportion to the number of lights. 

11. Moreover, in the are the actual disin- 
tegration of the carbons and the transference 
of matter across the air space, represent an 
amount of work done which must be de- 
ducted from that converted into heat, and 
which again tends to diminish the amount of 
light emitted. If, therefore, the lamps be 
jo’ned up in series or in multiple arc, the 
light emitted by each lamp will vary in- 
versely in a greater ratio than the square of 
the number in circuit. 

12. We have assumed E to be constant; 
but if the current be produced by a mag- 
neto or dynamo machine, worked by a 
steam engine consuming a given amount 
of coal per unit time, E is no longer con- 
stant, for it varies with the resistances in the 
circuit. The constant in this case is the work 
done in the steam engine in unit time. Calling 
this W,, the total heat generated in the circuit 
when the lamps are joined up in series will be:

reached, and when the velocity of the rotating 
coils in the dynamo-machine has attained a 
maximum. This limit will vary with each dy- 
namo-machine, and each kind of lamp used. 
With the Wallace-Farmer machine the limit ap- 
pears to be reached when six lamps are connect- 
ed up in series. With the Gramme alternating 
machine, and Jablochkoff candles the limit ap- 
pears to be five lamps. Beyond these limits the 
above laws will be true. It is this partial success 
in multiplying the light that has led so many 
sanguine experimenters to anticipate the ulti- 
mate possibility of its extensive subdivision—a 


possibility which this demonstration shows to be | 


hopeless, and which experiment has proved to be 
fallacious.—In Philosophical Magazine.

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Chicago Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, February 10, 1879. 

The latest advices from the secretary of the 
Straw Wrapping and Roofing Paper-Makers’ 
Association are, that.enough mills are secured 
to the short time agreement to make it binding, 
some of the obstinate mills having yielded to 
Mr. Dart’s persuasive eloquence. Unless the 
mills enter into this agreement and make less 
paper the prices will fall tosuch a figure that 
there will be little money in the business. This 
is the opinion of the most thoughtful and candid 
manufacturers and dealers. On the other hand, 
if less paper is made, the prices will remain 
firmer, and just as much profit will be made. 

City trade has been unusually good the past 
week. One retail firm who did an unusually good 
business last year report the sales for the week 
as good as any which they made in the good 
season of 1878. 

The wholesale business has been fair; the 
sales, though of considerable size, have been 
made on a small margin of profit. Writing 
papers are especially noted as being firmer in 
price. 

Clarke, Friend. Fox & Co., as I mentioned in 
my last letter, have issued a catalogue and price 
list which is really a work of fine art. Typo- 
graphically and from a general mechanical 
point of view the catalogue is very handsome, 
and is the work of Donnelly, Gassette & Lloyd, 
of this city. The arrangement of the catalogue 
and the subject matter are no less praiseworthy. 
The firm has made it such a pretty catalogue 
that I doubt if any paper dealer will have the 
heart to mutilate or destroy it. It is also valua- 
ble to paper dealers, as it contains a series of 
copyrighted tables showing the cost of paper 
from one quire to one ream, weighing from twelve 
pounds to eighty pounds, at from 10c., to 25c. per 
pound. These will be found very valuable in sav- 
ing time and trouble in figuring. From the care- 
fully arranged index covering sixty different 
classes of staple paper goods, I note papeteries, 
stationery, inks, and printers’ inks. The cata- 
logue will be examined with interest by all who 
want anything in the paper line. 

One of the Chicago paper houses, which sells 
more goods of its own manufacture than of any 
other, is that of F. P. Elliott & Co. Over two- 
thirds of the paper sold by this firm come from 
its own mills—the Ypsilanti, Ann Arbor and 
Jackson (Michigan) mills. The readers of THE 
PaPER TRADE JOURNAL are already acquainted 
with this firm through its advertisement, and a 
description of its store, which was given in THE 
JOURNAL a short time ago. Notwithstanding 
the very badly demoralized condition of the 
paper trade, I note the fact that this firm called 
for fifteen carloads of paper from its mills last 
month. 

Rags and paper stock are still at bottom fig- 
ures. It has been a number of years since the 
country roads have been so good all winter, and 
the corner which rag dealers usually make at 
this season of the year, from scarcity of country 
rags, has not been permitted. Mixed rags sell 
for $1.90 to ‘= ; print rags, $1.75; No. 1 whites, 
| $3.85; No, 2 whites, $3; blues and thirds, $2.50 
No. 1 book stock, $2.50; print paper, $1.15 to 
| $1.25; manilla paper, $2; common paper, 50c.

Distinctive Paper for Bank Notes, Bonds, 
Checks, &e. 





Among recent patents is one issued to Geo, W. 
| Casilear, of Washington, D. C., for the manufact- 
ure of bank-note and other commercial paper, or 
| for any other purpose, by coloring the pulp 
contained in separate compartments with differ- 
ent coloring-matter, or by the use of different- 
colored fibrous substances while in the pulp, 
contained in separate compartments. 

The pulp, having been prepared in the usual 
manner, is emptied into chests or tubs corre- 
sponding in number with the colors or distinct 
colors of fibre desirable to be used in making the 
paper. From thence it is delivered into the com- 
partment vats, each compartment being assigned 
for a color or alternate color, silk fibre, or other 
suitable material desirable for making distinc- 
tive paper. Atthe top of the vat is a series of 
gates, by means of which the flow of pulp is 
regulated as it passes over the trough and lip 
and falls upon the endless wire or web. The 
trough and lip is also subdivided by using thin 
partitions of brass, to correspond in number, 
and to connect with the compartment partitions 
of the vat. 

The pulp of two or more colors passes over 
the lip or ledge in separate streams, the colors 
being divided by the thin partitions in their pas- 
sage, and unite as they fall upon the endless 
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wire, upon which it forms itself into paper of | 
colored stripes, or other material, composed of 
whatever character of pulp is used in the com 

partment vat, desirable for making distinctive 
papers. 

The inventor does not confine himself in the 
making of paper of this character to any partic- 
ular machine, as the purpose is to make a con- 
tinuous sheet of paper having the stripes or dif- 
ferent colors of fibre intimately united; and 
many machines now in use may be readily | 
adapted to accomplish this purpose by the addi- | 
tion of separate vats for the distinctive colors. 
The fibre paper used for bank-notes, bonds, &c., 
would be a “distinctive” paper to prevent | 
counterfeiting, and would prevent photograph- | 
ing or photolithographing. Paper with two or | 
more distinctive colors would prevent photo- | 
graphing, as the colors used in combination, 
sensitive and permanent, would make a “* safety- 
paper,” and would enable fraud to be detected 
at once, if acids or other chemicals were used | 
upon it. The claims comprise: 1. The process of 
making paper of two or more distinctive colors, 
»y using different coloring-matter in separate 
compartments of paper-pulp, which is afterward 
united in one continuous sheet. 2. The process 
of making paper of two or more distinctive col- 
ors, by combining with the pulp, in separate 
compartments, the different-colored fibre, such 
as silk, jute, or other material, which is after- 
ward united in one continuous sheet. 3. The 
process of making a sensitive or safety paper, by 
using fugitive or permanent colors, or these in 
combination, to be incorporated in the body of 
the paper while in the vats, to be afterward 
formed into sheets.

Popular Errors Regarding Papyrus. 








In Adams’ ** Roman Antiquities ” the Egyptian 
papyrus plant is described as about ten cubits 
high, and as having several coats, or skins, one 
above another like an onion, which coats were 
peeled off with a pin, in the process of paper 
makirg. In Smith’s “ Dictionary of Greek and 
Roman Antiquities,” it is said that the papyrus 
tree grows in swamps to the height of ten feet 
or more, and paper was prepared from the thin 
coats or pellicles which surround the plant. 
Liddell & Scott’s Greek Lexicon says that ‘‘ pa- 
per was made of the inner bark of the papyrus.” 
And similarly other works of high character, 
encyclopedias and the like, give a false account 
of this interesting plant. 

Calling attention to these misstatements, in the 
Library Journal, Mr. Ezra Abbott, of Harvard | 
University, says: ‘‘ The papyrus plant (Cyperus | 
papyrus of Linneus, or Papyrus antiquorum, | 
Willd.) belongs to the family of Cyperacea, or 
Sedges; it is an endogenous plant, with a triangu- 
lar stem; and to talk about its ‘inner bark,” 
and “layers” like the coats of an onion, is a 
simple absurdity. One might as well speak of 
“the inner bark” of a stalk of Indian corn, or 
of a bulrush. The error has originated from 
ignorance, or forgetfulness of the elements of 
botany, and the consequent misinterpretation of | 
the passage in Pliny (Hist. Nat., xiii. 11-13, al. | 
21-27), which is our chief source of information 
about the ancient manufacture of paper from 
this plant. One of the words which Pliny uses 
to describe the very thin st:ips into which the 
cellular substance of the stem was sliced in mak- 
ing the paper is philyra, which strictly denotes | 
the inner bark of the linden tree, also «mployed 
as a writing material. Hence the papyrus bas | 
been conceived of as an exogenous plant, with 
its outer and inner bark, and bas actually been 
called a “tree.” The botanists of course have 
not made such a mistake. 

Mr. Abbott points out a stil) more absurd mis- 
take in the English translation of Guhl & Koner’s 
** Life of the Greeks and Romans,” which says: 
“The stalk * * * was cut longitudinally, 
after which the outer bark was first taken off; 
the remaining layers of bark, about twenty in 
number (philyre), were carefully severed with 
a pin; and, afterward, the single strips plaited 
crosswise; by means of pressing and permeating 
the whole with lime water, the necessary con- 
sistency of the material was obtained.” The 
word mistranslated lime water is Leimwasser, 
which means glue water.

The following statement appeared in a daily 
paper a few days ago: ‘The Salmon Falls Pa 
per Company, at Russ |], Mass., is threatened 
with embarrassment. Its paper went to protest 
yesterday. The mills were running to-day, with 
a possibility of suspension. The capital stock of 
the company is $!54,000. The total cost of the 
buildings and macbinery is $220,000. The com- 
pany hasa funded debt of $70,000." The mill 
mentioned is the one which was built in 1875 by 
Jessup & I aflin, Westfield, Mass. It was started 
up in 1876 by the Jessup & Laflin Paper Com- 
pany, the wrong style being used in the notice 
given above. This firm was distinct from Jessup 
& Laflin. Shortly after the mill of the latter 
was burnt, on April 13, 1878, Jere. Horton and 
A. C. Jessup, composing the firm, touk the man- 
agement of the Jessup & Laflin Paper Compa- 
ny’s mill. They did not lease the property, as 
has been reported. The company was to be its 
own financier and furnish the capital. Old in 
debtednesses maturing very rapidly of late are 
the causes of the present embarrassment. It is 
not yet decided whether or not the mills will be 
shut down. They are at present being run on 
orders to their full capacity. The future course 
of the company will probably be settled within 
a few days.

United States Trade Mark Association. 





The United States Trade Mark Association has 
been organized to promote the rights of owners 
of trade marks in the United States. Itis a 
national association, intended to secure useful 
legislation in every State and treaties with for- 
eign nations, and to give aid and encourage. 
ment to all efforts for the advancement and ob- 
servance of trade mark rights. 

The membership consists of owners, or legal 
representatives of owners, of trade marks en- 
titled to protection in the United States, against 
whom there shall not be, at the time of applica- 
tion for membership, a suit pending or a judg- 
ment or decree of any court for the infringe- 
ment of a trade mark. The Board of Manage- 
ment, however, may by a unanimous vote re- 
move the disability. 

The association is collecting as rapidly as pos- 
sible the laws of this and foreign countries on 
the subject of trade marks, treaties with foreign 
nations, books treating of trade mark property, 
records of suitsin this and foreign countries, 
and specimen of all existing trade marks. The 
latter will be arranged in portfolios for easy 
refererce. 

The association need hardly call the attention 
of manufacturers to the advantage of such a 
collection. It will enable any member desirous 
of adopting a new trade mark to say with rea- 
sonable certainty whether such mark is likely to 
infringe any previously used. 

The library of the society and its officers will 
also inform the member adopting the new mark 
whether the mark is valid as a trade mark, 
without regard to its prior use. There is such a 
diversity of principles applied to the laws of 
trade marks by different nations, that no one, 
whose goods may become the subject of export, 
can with safety look to our own laws merely. 
Some marks which are valid under the common 
law in the United States are invalid in Great 
Britain under the recent statutes. 

The association will act as arbitrator between 
members on questions of infringement. 

The association will give information, through 
its agents, of infringement in distant places as 
well as at home, and furnish the names of re- 
liable agents or attorneys in all parts of the 
world. It will notify its members who are in- 
terested in common, of proceedings at distant 
points, with a view of uniting their interest and 
saving expense. 

The association, through its Committee on 
Legislation, is engaged in the work of bringing 
the laws of different States into greater uni- 
formity. Also in spreading information by 
means of the press in regard to trade marks, 
thus protecting the public against fraudulent 
and adulterated articles. 

The importance of an association of this kind 
to manufacturers who now use trade marks, or 
intend to adopt them, can hardly be overesti- 
mated, and all such are cordially invited to join.

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Stock for Paper-Makers’ Size. 





William Adamson, of Philadelphia, Pa., has 
patented a method of preparing stock ready for 
conversion, by simple boiling, into size of supe- 
rior quality. He takes raw hide or bones and 
other glue-producing animal matters, which 
have been treated with lime, as usual, and dis- 


integrates and reduces them to a pulpy mass, 
which is thoroughly cleansed by washing. 


The greater portion of the water is then drained 
off by a centrifugal machine or otherwise, or 
the mass is pressed into slabs or in bags, so as to 
form cakes, which are finally dried for trans- 
portation, and are ready for conversion into the 
desired size by simple steeping and boiling. 
Several advantages are said to be derived from 
this plan of manufacturing size-stock, viz.: 
First, that there is more certainty of the produc- 
tion of a superior size by this plan than by that 
now practiced with more refractory glue stock, 
for the long-continued boiling of the raw mate- 


| rial in the usual glue kettles or vats tends to dis- 


color the size, whereas the slabs or cakes, being 
composed of small pargicles, readily yield to the 
Gissolving influence of water; second, there is a 
good opportunity of selecting and compounding 
different qualities of gelatine-producing animal 
matter for making size of different qualities— 
for instance, all hides and skins and all parts of 
hides and skins are not of themselves suitable as 
stock for producing good size, and must be tem- 
pered by the admixture therewith of prepared 


| bones and other gelatinous matter, which has a 


tendency to make the size hard, transparent and 
colorless. When a very tough and elastic size 
is required, Irish moss or other gelatinous vege- 
table matter is mixed in about the proportion of 
10 or 20 per cent. of the whole mass with the 
animal matter. 


The patentee claims: 

1. The mode of preparing size-stock—that is 
to say, first disintegrating and pulping gelatin- 
ous animal matter, then washing it, and after- 
ward forming the mass into slabs or cakes. 2, 
Asa new manufacture, slabs or cakes of size- 
stock consisting of gelatinous animal matter 
pulped, drained and pressed. 3. A size-stock 
consisting of combined animal and vegetable 
gelatinous matter. 

Mr. Adamson has also secured a patent for 
making water-proof size by combining with 
alum. In this latter process he takes ordinary 
glue-stock, such as the cuttings of rawhide, 
bones, &c., which has been treated with lime or 
alkali in the usual manner, and washes this glue- 
stock with water until as much of the lime as 
possible has been removed. He then impreg- 
nates the stock with alum by steeping it in a 
solution of alum and water for from four to ten 
hours, or as long as the thickness and quantity 
of lime remaining may demand, after which the 
solution is drained off, leaving the stock in a 
moist and swollen condition, in which state it is 
packed into barrels, boxes or bags, ready for 
transportation to, and use by, the consumers. 

The proportion of alum to the water in the 
solution will in a great measure depend upon 
the character of the glue stock, as will also the 
time during which the stock is steeped in the 
water; but the desired result may be attained 
by steeping ordinary rawhide clippings, bones, 
&c., for from four to ten hours in a bath in 
which the proportions are about three to five 
pounds of alum to one hundred pounds of wet, 
unprepared glue stock. 

The latter claims are: 1. The mode of prepar- 
ing stock for paper-makers’ size by steeping glue 
stock in a solution of alum and water, and, after 
draining off the superfluous solution, packing it 
for transportation and for conversion into paper- 
makers’ size. 2. As a new article of manufact- 
ure, paper-makers’ sizing stock consisting of 
glue stock impregnated with alum.
